NOTES AND COMMENTS 


Canada’s wheat crop this year is 
worth $442,000,000, That should fill 
a lot of Christmas stockings, 

Hon. H. Greenfield, Commissioner 
of Colonization for Alberta, will leave 
for England shortly after the New 
Year, for the purpose of opening an 
office for the Alberta Government for 
the direction of immigration to the 
province. 


Hon. Dr. Monteith, a member of the 
Ferguson cabinet, declared a few days 
before the election that in his opinion 
out of $1,600,000 worth of liquor sold 
under medical prescription in Ontario 
last year, only. $50,000 was honestly 
sought for curative purposes. If this 
estimate is right, several Ontario doc- 
tors will now have to go to work 
again as the result of the elections. 


The New York World’s Rome bur- 
eau reports that when the King of 
Italy was signing some State paper, 
he dropped his handkerchief. Mus- 
solini picked it up and said, “I trust 
Your Majesty will allow me to keep 
this as a souvenir.” “I fear not,” an- 
swered the king. “It is the one thing 
left which you let me put my nose in- 
to.” 


Fhe death of Sir Joseph Pope, for- 
mer under-secretary of state at Otta- 
wa, removes one of the last close links 
with the life and times of Sir John A. 
Macdonald. He was the latter’s pri- 
vate secretary or a number of years 
and the author of the standard bio- 
graphy on Sir. John. Sir Joseph was 
well known throughout Canada. On 
several occasions he was the official 
Canadian representative accompany- 
ing royalty and other distinguished 
visitors in their tours across the Do- 
minion. 


The date for the opening of the 
Legislature has been set for Febru- 
ary 10. It is expected that the session 
will not last’more than six weeks. 

The membership in the Alberta 
wheat pool has increased fifty per 
cent since the fall of 1923, the total 
number of members now being 38,000 
with the total acreage signed up at 
3,622,724 acres. The original mem- 
bership was 25,600. 


The new extension of the govern- 
ment railway known as the Lacombe 
and Northwestern is now being put 
into operation. The extension is for 
22°miles from Hoadley to Breton, and 
the entire length of the line is now 
72 miles. 

Details of the livestock winnings by 
Alberta exhibitors at the Internation- 
al Stock Show at Chiacgo have come 
to hand, ‘The only winner in the 
horse classes was Thos. McMillan of 
Okotoks, who won second in the aged 
mare class, and fifth in filly foals. In 
the cattle the University of Alberta 
won first and second in Hereford 
steers, and first and third in the asso- 
ciation specials in the same breed. 
The University also took first with 
the Aberdeen Angus steer, and second 
in fat Shorthorn steers. 


There is nothing in all the cata- 
logue of human emotions quite like 
that uplifting, generous, genial spirit 
that radiates throughout the Christ- 
mas season, Religious or irreligious, 
man cannot satisfy his mind that this 
matchless tone of Christmas just hap- 
pened.

GROWTH OF POOL 


Growth of the Wheat Poo! is Revealed 
Total Membership Over 38,000 
A Big Increase 


Southern Albertans who attended 
the U. F. A. convention at Lethbridge 
last week, learned something of the 
present position and future aims of 
the Wheat Pool from a director, Ben 
Plummer of Bassano. In this connec- 
tion further information has been giv- 
en from the pool to the press which is 
being broadcasted over the province. 
The membership of the Alberta 
Wheat Pool has increased by close to 
50 per cent. since the autumn of 1928, 
the year the Pool started operations. 
The membership now totals over 88,- 
000 and the acreage covered has pas- 
sed the three and a half million fig- 
ure. Signed applications come in to 
the Wheat Pool office in Calgary in a 
steady stream. The largest number to 
be received in one day was sixty, on 
December 9. During November 450 
farmers joined the pool.

| The latest information from Luxor 
j reveals that the contents of the two 
‘inner chambers of 'Tut-Ankh-Amen’s 
tomb, recently opened by Howard 
Carter, are wonderfully beautiful. 

Previous reports disclosed that the 
caskets already extracted were found 
to contain, among other things, 
twenty golden figures, six sacred 
barques and a quantity of royal robes. 
It is now learned that more than 
thirty statues have been discovered, 
each having its own casket with fold- 
ing doors, the latter being” overlaid 
with gold leaf, 

The barques are also sheathed with 
gold and covered with precious stones, 
while on the prows stand figures of 
Tut-Ankh-Amen poised with a boomer- 
ang in hand as if on a duck-hunting 
expedition.

Proud Position Of 


Canadian Agriculture 


By C. W. Peterson 


Canadian farmers receive, from time 
to time, a great deal of gratuitous, ad- 
vice from their city cousins on the vir- 
tue of studying efficiency in their eal- 
ling and discarding old-fashioned 
methods. Sometimes there is a veiled 
hint to the effeet that he ds spending 
too much time in his automobile and 
otherwise neglecting his farm, Un- 
doubtedly, some farmers are extrava- 
gant and probably are not working-as 
hard as they should and their poor 
finanelal returns can generally be at- 
tributed to neglect of their business. 
At any rate, the implication is, that the 
Canadian farmer is not “tending his 
knitting’ as closely as his city broth- 
er, Who is represented as the indefat- 
imable “go-getter,” who counts that 
day lost upon which he is unable to 
add cne more touch to the perfection 
of his business or industrial machine.
